Poincare's aWBtlrance in the chamber 
of deputies to the contrary, the Petit 
Parisian today declared that th« log­ 
ical result of the whole FraneoBel- 
gian plan will be to detach the Rhine­ 
land from Germany and «»stablish it 
as a separate state.

“The logic of the whole system will 
compel us ultimately to create Rhine­ 
land currency. Rhine^nd poli< e and r

if caoouraged to institute a new state 
out of

territory.
